Nearly 21 percent of the 
freshmen students believed 
this, while 36.7 percent of the 
graduate students surveyed 
had this feeling. 

Approximately 4 percent of 
the Baptist students believe 
that a sincere person of any 
religion will go to heaven. On- 
ly 11 percent, however, be- 
lieved that all Who live a good 
moral life will go to heaven; 
while 10 percent believe there 
is no hell or eternal punish- 
ment 

Answers to moral questions 
in the survey revealed that 

Ywo-tniras of the students be- 
Héve that all sexual inter- 
course before marriage is 
wrong. Some 72 percent of the 
freshmen agreed it was 
wrong. Only 55.4 percent of 
the graduate students had the 
same belief. Almost three- 
fourths of the students expect 
their life partner to be moral- 
ly and sexually pure. 

On the question of moderate 
social drinking, 32 percent of 
the students approved, while 
10 percent was undecided. One 
fourth of the freshmen stated 
that they approved while 52 7 
percent of the graduate class 
approved. 

A low participation in the 
Baptist Student Union pointed 
out the need for an effective 
means of communicating with 
students who do not or can 
not attend BSU functions. 

Data from the study also in- 
dicated that one-fourth of the 
students believe that the BSU 
needs a new approach. About 
half of the students think the 
BSU is too shallow in its reli- 
gious activities Some 30 per- 
cent stated that they were too 
busy to attend the BSU activ- 
ities, About 13 percent said 
that they attend BSU 
regularly. .

The Nigerian 
Baptist Convention was in ses- 
sion in Benin City. 


“Nigerian - Baptists recog- 
nize that, even if current ne- 
gotiations bring an end to hos- 
tilities, they will have a spe- 
cial ministry to perform in 
seeking to heal the wounds 
ereated by the easterners’ at- 
tempted secession,” Dr. 
Goerner reported. The re- 
sumption of missionary activ- 
ities in areas recently recap- 
tured by federal forces must 
await the outcome of negotia- 
tions, he said

Pioneer Texas 


Leader, T. C. 
Gardner, Dies 


DALLAS (BP) — Funeral 
Services were held May 8 for 
T. C. Gardner, 80, director of 
Texas Baptist Training Union 
work for 40 years and former 
president and vice - president 
of East Texas Baptist College 
at Marshall, Tex. 

Gardner died May 6 at Bap- 
list Memorials Geriatric Hos- 
pital in San Angelo. 

Services were held at the 
Highland Baptist Church in 
Dallas where Gardner was a 
member, with burial: at Hill- 
crest Mausoleum. 

Gardner, known as the dean 
of Baptist Training Union 
leaders, assumed the Training 
Union leadership for Texas in 
1916. Training Union was then 
known as Baptist Young 


“ People’s Union (BYPU) and 


had only 16,554 members in 
512 unions over Texas. 

At the time of his retire- 
ment in 1956, the Training Un- 
ion program in Texas had 
rown to 424,854 members in 
15,485 unions, or 25 per cent 


of the world’s training unions. 


After retirement the veter- 
an church worker was named 
vice-president of East Texas 
Baptist College in Marshall, 
which he had served as presi- 
dent during the school’s form- 
ative years from 1913 to 1916. 

Through the years Gardner 
waged an unceasing fight 
against sale of liquor in Tex- 
as, sought to “reclaim Sun- 
day night for Christ,””. and 
worked to make Training Un- 
ion activities at “family af- 
fair’that-would—attract—per— 
sons of all ages. 


Training Union has two 
great aims, he believed: (1) 
to win the lost, and (2) to 


train and indoctrinate the 
saved. “‘The churches that 
have continued to promote 
this twofold program have 
found it easier to win the lost 
and to Secure a matured lead- 
ership for real and heroic 
service,’’ he explained 

Mrs. Gardner, who survives, 
suffered a heart attack recent- 
ly in San Angelo and is in 
the Shannon Hospital there. 

Other survivors are a son,

Christian and other leaders in Meridian have form- 
ed a “Committee of Conscience”’ for the stated purpose 
of “initiating a community effort for concrete and per- 
sonal action in response to the physical losses and per- 
sonal injustices and indignities suffered by congrega- 
tions whose buildings have been set afire by arson- 


ists.”’ 


The action was taken after a number of churches 
in the Meridian area were burned. The committee 
Says, ‘‘We accept these losses as our own. A fund for 
rebuilding and refurnishing is being established under 
the auspices of the Committee of Conscience. Mater- 
ials, labor, equipment, and financial aid will be dis- 
persed by the committee only when requested and then 
only after a responsible investigation.” 

This committee is fashioned after the Committee 
of Concern which was formed in Jackson in 1964 to 
rebuild burned and, bombed churches overthe state.

Ecclesiastes 5; 12 
The book of Ecclesiastes is 
perplexing and is easily mis- 
understood, This book seems 
to set forth a 
pessimis- 
tic and cynical 
view~ of life. 
The writer 
seems to say 
that “God's 
ways are im- 
possible to un- 
derstand."’ Ad- 
mittedly, there 


—are no easy solutions to life's 


problems. But he comes to a 
positive conclusion at the end 
of chapter 12 by declaring that 
man's duty is to fear God and 
keep his commandments. Man 
is a steward of life and is ac- 
countable to God. 
“The Lesson Explained 

Sincerity In Worship 
Verses 1-3 

The reverential fear of God, 
finding expression in sincerity 
in worship, is man’s first duty. 
When we go to the house of 
God, we are to guard our 
steps or consider our motives 
and purposes. We are to go 
with willingness to receive in- 
struction, with eagerness to 
hear what God would speak to 
us. This is better than ‘‘to 
give the sacrifice of fools,” 
better than to give anything 
without humility-of’spirit and 
sincerity of heart. It is foolish 
to think of worship almost 
wholly in terms of human ex- 
pression — singing, praying, 
preaching, and giving. Wor- 
ship involves listening, rever- 
ently thinking of the holiness

Honesty With God 
Verses 4-7 

Life cannot be separated 
from worship. Vows to God 
should be paid promptly. But 
this includes much more than 
paying up pledges of money, 
though this is exceedingly im- 
portant. Vows with respect to 
one’s conduct and _ setvice 
must be paid by the way he 
lives and the work he does 
for the Lord. A promise should 
not be made without intention 
to fulfill it. This is no excuse 
for not making worthy vows 
to obey and serve the Lord or 
to give money for the Lord's 
work. Excuses and pretenses 
ought not to be offered for not 
keeping one’s vow by claim- 
ing that it was a mistake to 
make it. In this way one's 


mouth leads him into the sin 
of lying. These verses encour- 
age integrity and fidelity in 
one's relationship with God 
And such honesty toward God 
needs to be related to doing 
what is right in every area of 
personal conduct.

100 Million Scriptures 


NEW YORK—More than 100 
million Scriptures, or enoygh 
to supply one copy for every 
33 people in the world today, 
were sold at below cost or giv- 
en away during 1967 by the 35 
national Bible Societies com- 
prising the United Bible Socie- 
ties around the world. 

The figures are from the 
American Bible Society's re- 
port of the Board of Managers 
released today at the ABS an- 
nual meeting held at the Ho- 
tel Pierre. 

Printed in more than 800

Then in 1966 a new 
sanctuary was erected with a 
seating capacity of S00, 
equipped with Colonial furni- 
ture, and matching piano and 
organ. (This was the church's 
first organ, and for the first 
time its own baptistry.)

The American Bible Socie- 
ty’s “Good News for Modern 
Man,"’ the New Testament in 
Today’s English Version, ac- 
counted for a large part of last 
year's increase, with 7,614,387 
copies of the surprise bestsell- 
er distributed during 1967 in 
the United States alone. 
(Over 10 million copies have 
been distributed since its pub- 
lication a little over a year 
and a half ago). 

The largest Scripture distri- 
bution increase on a percent- 
age basis was in Rhodesia 
where a rise of 225 per cent 
was noted. Other large gains 
included those in the small 
African country of Malawi 
‘with an increase of 149 per 
cent; Chili, up 135 per cent 
and East Africa, up 115 per 
cent. 

Rising sales 
creased income for most pub. 
lishers, but B i b1 e Societies 
ring up higher .deficits as 
sales soar because they sell 
below cost in many countries 
in order to provide the Scrip- 
tures at a price all can_af- 
ford, Gifts from churches and 
individuals help make up the 
difference. Last year in the 
United States, 68 denomi- 
nations contributed $1,414,290 
to the $7,105,000 annual budget 
ee of the United Bible So- 
cieties. 

With a per capita income in 
this country of $2,940, this 
amounts to two cents or 00074

« of the per capita income, the 


same percentage as that con- 
tributed to Bible Society work 
by Brazil, with a per capita 
income of only $102.70. 

Bible Societies are devoted 
solely to translating, publish- 
ing and distributing the Scrip- 
tures without any doctri- 
nal note or comment, Follow- 
ing this purpose, by the end 
of 1967 at least one book of 
-the Bible had been published 
in 1,326 languages and dia- 
lects. Of this figure, the whole 
Bible had been published in 
242 languages; an entire Tes- 
tament in,307 and at least a 
complete book of the Bible in 
7Ti languages and dialects. 
The ABS with its UBS col- 
leagues is currently involved 
with approximately 3,000 
translators working on more 
than $00 translation or revi- 
sion project around the 
world. .

The Spirit Of Service 


Jonah 1:2 : 
By Hardy &. Denham, Jr., Pastor, First, Newton 

God said to Jonah, ‘‘Arise,.go to Nineveh,”’ This is more 
than just a cali to serviee. It is indicative of how that. service 
was to be rendered. God wants Jonah to go to Nineveh as His 
spokesman, and He wants him to go in a 
spirit of excitement and enthusiasm. In the 
> Hebrew text the verb ‘‘arise’’ followed by the 
verb “‘go’’ not only indicates what is to be 
done. but also how jt is to be done. It is to be 
P done eagerly, enthusiastically. 

alking with one of-our furloughing mis- 
sionartes~ recently about his mission field, | 
began to detect a note of excitement in his 
voice. It was apparent that he was talking 
about a work he delighted in and that he was 
eagerly looking forward to the time when he would be back in 
his place of services This is the way God wanted it to be with 
Jonah, and the way it should be with us. 

With what spirit do you serve the Lord? As Baptist people, 
we frequently make a great deal of what we do. In an effort 
to make it known that.we are. busy in the Lord’s vineyard, we 
often enumerate the various and diverse activities we engage 
in for Him. ] would not for a moment minimize the importance 
of such religious activities. After all, faith is to be expressed 
and it is to be shared. This is how we do it. As James said, 
“Faith without works is dead’’ (James 2:26). But, with what 
spirit do we do the work of faith? With what spirit do we 
serve and labor for the Lord? 

I firmly believe that the value and benefit of our labors and 
sacrifices are often minimized and diminished because we do 
the right things in the wrong spirit. No one would doubt for a 
second that the elder brother of the prodigal son- (Luke 15) 
did what was required of him as a son, but look at the spirit 
of his life. Like him, we too are often guilty of doing the work 
6f the Lord in a spirit far less than the spirit of the Lord. 

Take, for example, the activity of worship. The Psalmist 
said, ‘I was glad when they said unto me, let us go into the 
hpuse of the Lord’ (Psalm 122:1). How glad are we? The facial 
expressions of some in the house of the Lord indicate that for 
them it is more of a chore than a cheer; more of an endurance 
test than an exuberating time. The modern version of the 
Doxology would fit many: ‘‘Praise God from whom all bless- 
ings flow, the sermon is over and now we can go." Value 
should come froin attendance at worship services, but it 
doesn't because of the spirit of the would-be worshiper. This 
could also be applied to a multiplicity of other religious activi- 
ties and works One is certainly doing the right thing but 
with the wrong spirit 

God is interested in us doing the right things. However, 
there is something more important than doing the right things 
and that's to do them in the right spirit. As was true with 
Jonah, God calls us to service and He expects obedience. And, 
as Jonah's call shows, God expects us to be excited and eager 
about His call, and. serve Him 1 enthusiastically 


at the 11 o’clock hour. 
Following the worship hour, 
the church will be host for 
a dinner in honor of all those 
who attend this annual occa- 
sion. All friends and former 


members are invited. There 
will be singing in the after- 
noon for those who enjoy 
praising the Lord in song.
